KOLKHOZ CHAIRMAN SPEAKS ON RURAL PROBLEMS 
Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 26 Feb 81 p 4 


[Speech delivered by A. D. Chervyakov, chairman of the Put' Lenina Kolkhoz, 
Kotel'nichskiy Rayon, Kirovekaya Oblast, at the 25 February morning session of the 
26th party congress) 


[Text] Dear Comrades! It was with tremendous interest and a sense of pride in 
our homeland and in the cause of our Communist Party that we listened to the 
Accountability Report of the CPSU Central Committee, delivered by Comrade Leonid 
Il'ich Brezhnev, general secretary of the Central Committee of our party. With 
Leninist wisdom, depth and clarity, Leonid Il'ich described our tremendous work 
and thoroughly analyzed the party's multifaceted activity to develop the national 
economy, raise the material and cultural standard of living of our people and 
guarantee peace on earth. The report set forth the exciting prospects of a new 
stage of communist construction. 


Rural workers wholly, unconditionally and completely approve and unanimously 
support our party's domestic and foreign policy. Our most profound compliments 
to you, dear Leonid Il'ich, and our sincere thanks for your constant concern for 
the welfare and happiness of the Soviet people and for our peaceful life! 
(Applause. ) 


We graingrowers were particularly pleased with the grand objectives outlined in 
the Accountability Report of the CPSU Central Committee in regard to the further 
development of agriculture, the fulfillment of the food program and the creation 
of an agroindustrial complex. It is not surprisin= that these matters are pro- 
foundly important to me, a hereditary peasant, bound to the land and to rural 
affairs and concerns from my earliest days. I would like to express my views on 
some of then. 


For 26 years in a row, my fellow-villagers have elected me chairman of their 
kolkhoz. I must frankly admit that not everything was working perfectly in the 
beginning. We had, as they say, our ups and downs. But the persistence and de- 
termination of our people and their selfless labor ultimately triumphed. Today 
the party organization and the kolkhoz board can report to the 26th party congress 
that our farm is steadily developing and our fields and animal husbandry facili- 
ties grow more generous with each year. (Applause. ) 


Our assignments for the 10th Five-Year Plan and 1980 were fulfilled ahead of sched- 
ule. In spite of unfavorable weather conditions, we were able to double our 











output of agricultural products and sell the state 2,700 tons of grain, 235 tons 
of flax fiber, 110 tons of meat and 3,250 tons of milk over and above the five- 
year plan. All branches of the farm are operating at a profit. (Applause.) 


In the llth Five-Year Plan, kolkhoz workers hope to reach even more distant 
frontiers: to bring the yield of grain crops up cto 35 quintals per hectare and 
the yield of flax fiber up to 9 quintale per hectare, to obtain at least 4,500 
kilograms of milk from each cow, and to sell cattle of only the finest condition, 
just as in past years, with an average weight of at least 500 kilograms. We 
pledge to fulfill all plans and obligations to the state ahead of schedule. 


Fairly go 4 .onditions have been established for the successful attainment of 
these obicc: ives. During the last 5 years alone, complexes were built for the 
drying oad preparation of grain and flax seeds, warehouses were put up for the 
storage of grain and mineral fertilizers, and heated platforms for equipment, 
silage and haylage units for 12,000 tons and barnes for 3,300 cows and calves were 
constructed, 


All of this was made possible by the consistent and persistent implementation of 
the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers, adopted 
at the initiative of Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, on the further development 
of agriculture in the Non-Chernozem Zone of the RSFSR. 


In accordance with this decree, a total of 1.7 billion rubles in capital investments 
was allocated just to farms in Kirovskaya Oblast in the last 5 years. This made it 
possible to considerably reinforce the production base, increase volumes of land 
reclamation and chemization, begin the reconstruction of settlements and villages 
and increase the output of agricultural products at oblast sovkhozes and kolkhozes 
by 11 percent and the output of grain by 36 percent. 


The experience of progressive farms has shown that sizeable unused reserves and 
opportunities exist for the considerable growth of the output of farming and animal 
husbandry products in our Non-Chernozem Zone. The main objective now, as the 
Central Committee's Accountability Report to the party stressed, is the efficient 
use of resources allocated for rural areas. I am firmly convinced that during the 
present stage, under the conditions of constant migration by the rural population, 
the problem of maintaining a permanent labor force on farms is acquiring increasing 
significance. For this reason, our party organization and kolkhoz board display 
great concern for questions connected with social development in addition to produc- 
tion affairs. During these past years, the central farmstead was renovated, the 
necessary communal conveniences were established and, at the same time, all of the 
advantages of rural life were preserved. Our village has a secondary general edu- 
cational school, a music school, a cultural center, a cafe, a trade center, consumer 
service cepair shops, a bath and laundry combine and pre-school, medical and other 
establishments. The number of able-bodied kolkhoz members on the farm rises each 
year. We are now completely staffed and are experiencing virtually no personnel 
turnover. 


In short, all of our experience has conclusively proved that the creation of a 
permanent rural labor force is only made possible by a comprehensive approach to 
the resolution of production, social and consumer problems. 





The presence of permanent experienced personnel has given us extensive opportunities 
to use our equipment much more efficiently and complete all agricultural work on 
schedule and proficiently. A: what is most important to us--we can attain a 

high yield from each hectare of land. 


We have plowed almost all of the land made available by the collectivization of 
small settlements and, as a result of this alone, have put more than 500 additional 
hectares of farmland to commercial use. We are liming the soil and dressing it 
with abundant organic fertilizers on a broad scale. 


it must be said that it has taken us a long time to reach our present level of 
economic management, primarily because we took most of the construction work on 
ourselves. This rate of rural reconstruction is not good enough today. This is 
why we thoroughly support and agree with the statement in Leonid |) ich Brezhnev's 
report, that agricultural development in the Non-Chernozem Zone shouid be approached 
as an urgent matter and should be accomplished as quickly as possible. 


I would also like to express my opinion on the future of flax cultivation--a tradi- 
tional sector in the Non-Chernozem Zone. There is no need to prove this crop's 
national economic significance. It ‘s a leading crop on our kolkhoz. In the 
years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, we doubled the area of our flax fields, increas- 
ing them to 700 hectares, and derived more than 1.5 million rubles in net profit 
from them. It is no secret, however, that flax is grown at a loss on many farms 
because its cultivation requires such a high labor input and because the work is 
extremely undermechanized. For this reason, people are reluctant to grow flax. 
This is why we feel that much more attention should be given to flax cultivation 
and that a complex of highly productive and reliable machinery should be developed 
more quickly. 


Other problems also exist in flax production, and they cannot be ignored. Flax 
stock and straw are usually lifted in late fall, and the lack of drying equipment 
results in able harvest losses even before the raw material reaches the mill. 
The construction of large dryers is simply not within the capacity of every farm, 
and processing industry enterprises are not involved in this work. The techno’ ogy 
of flax processing is also of a low standard. This is not a new problem, and ¢t 
has evidently not been given the necessary attention by the Ministry of Agricuiture 
and the Ministry of Light Industry for a long time. We feel that the problem could 
be solved by means of agroindustrial integration, assigning responsibility for both 
the cultivation and the primary processing of flax to the same organization. Flax 
mills could take the crop directly from the fields, using their own manpower and 
drying facilities, and then in the winter, when kolkhoz and sovkhoz workers are 
less busy, the raw material could be processed with their help. 


We also have another pressing problem. Settlements with all of the modern conven- 
lences are now taking shape on many kolkhozes and sovkhozes. But there are no 
municipal service agencies in rural areas. This means that the kolkhoz chairman 
has to be a sanitary engineer and a plumber and must obtain everything necessary 
for the maintenance of utilities. We believe that the time has come for the RSFSR 
Ministry of Housing and Municipal Services to organize these services in rural 
areas and operate them in the same way as in cities. (Applause.) 














Comrades! We were extremely pleased with Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev's request that 
scientists and designers plan and develop efficient, high quality machinery for 
agriculture, This is particularly important in the Non-Chernozem Zone. We need 
machines that are better adapted to the natural and climatic conditions of this 
zone, that can be highly productive and operate on waterlogged land without losses. 
We kolkhoz members promise, in turn, that we will respond to the constant concern 
of our party's Central Committee and our government for the development of agri- 
culture with all of our strength and vigor and will do everything within our 

power to carry out the important tasks assigned to us by the 26th congress of our 
Communist Party as well as possible. (Prolonged applause.)

SPEECH BY UKRAINIAN PREMIER LYASHKO

[Speech delivered by Comrade Aleksandr Pavlovich Lyashko, chairman of the Ukrainian 
SSR Council of Ministers, at 27 February morning session of 26th party congress)

In the lest 5 years, the Ukrainian SSR attained new successes in eco- 
nomic and cultural construction in the fraternal alliance of Soviet peoples. 
Republic income was 70 billion rubles higher than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. 
This increment is approximately equivalent to the republic's total income in 1975. 
Efficiency and quality standards rose significantly. Industrial development was 
dynamic. New steps were taken in the intensification of agriculture. The opera- 
tional volume in capital conetruction was sizeable. Work performed in connection 
with the implementation of the program for social development and the enhancement 
of public well-being was particularly impresse‘ve in scale. 


The friendship and fraternal cooperation of all Soviet republ‘cs, the constant 
assistance of the CPSU Central Committee and Soviet Government and the personal 
assistance of Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev inspired the people of the Ukraine to perform 
creative labor for the good and prosperity of our socialist homeland. (Applause.) 
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Without eaking Light of our accomplishments, we must admit that wot all of the 
five~-year-plan projections were completely met in the republic. Thie was primarily 
due to our failure to fully overcome shortcomings in the organisation of production, 


planning and management . 


The implementation of the policy-plaaning resolutions adopted in recent years by 
the CPSU Central Committee and Soviet Government on fundamental aspects of economic 
development, ae well ae the experience acquired by our personnel, have given use an 
opportunity to raise the standard of national economic management to a higher and 
qualitatively new level and to make better use of our society's potential and 
resources. 









The basic guidelines for our country's economic and social development in 1981- 
1985 and in the period up to 1990, set forth in detail to the congress by Comrade 
N. A. Tikhonov, chairman of the USSR Council of Ministers, placed the emphasis in 
national economic development on the al.-round enhancement of production efficiency 
and a decisive gove toward intensive factors of development in all sectors of the 


economy . 


For this purpose, the planned rate of increase in national income will surpass the 
growth rate of the gross national product, and the increase in new fixed productive 
assets will exceed the growth of car tal investments. The CPSU Central Committee 
draft stipulates new objectives for the further progress of the Soviet Ukraine 
within the unified national economic complex. Republic industry will be developed 
considerably. During the 5 years, production will increase by 20-23 percent and 
the level of labor productivity will rise 15-18 percent. 


Considerable attention will be given to basic sectors and to the reinforcement of 
the fuel and energy complex. These branches will be consistently modernized to 
guarantee their eteady and dynamic development. Modernization, as Leonid Il'ich 
Brezhnev pointed out, must become the focal point cf the nation's economic and 
social development in the years to come. In this conmection, I would like to dis- 
cuss the republic coal industry firet of all. 


The Donbass mining stock is the oldest in the nation. Many pite have already 
exhausted their potential in terms of a number of important parameters. The CPSU 
Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers have set forth specific measures 
for the further development of thie sector. The USSR Gosplan and the USSR Ministry 
of the Coal Industry must allocate capital investments and material and technical 
resources for this purpose in the lith Five-Year Plan to guarantee the completion 
of all taske in their entirety. 


Similar problems exist in the metallurgical industry, which is faced with the task 
of considerably surpassing its present level of steel smelting in the next few 
years and of substantially improving the quality of metal products. 


Fixed productive assets are renewed too slowly in this sector. This is one of the 
main reasons for its underdevelopment. The use of obsolete and worn equipment 
diminishes productivity and increases repair and maintenance costs. 


In addition to providing enterprises with crude resources and semifinished materi- 


als, a balanced plan gust envisage the systematic renewal of fixed productive 
assets and the replacement of their operating elements. When capital investments 
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and other resources are being allocated, priority must be given to the resolution 
of these probleme. 


Im fecent years positive advances have been made in capital construction, The 
number of production construction projects wae 26 percent lower than in 1976 and 
the number of new projects wae 42 percent lower. The proportion accounted for by 
Capital iaveetments in remodeling and retooling sae risen. The production base on 
& umber of sites, however, ie underdeveloped, and deliveries of equipment and 
materiale are not alwaye coordinated with construction and installation work 
achedules, which delays the completion of some projects. 


There is aleo another matter which must be considered. The development of produc- 
tion specialization is unavoidably accompanied by the expansion of cooperative 
ties. When complex technological equipment ie manufactured, many plante in the 
nation become involved in ite production. It is therefore essential that the 
concerned ministries specify the head enterprise responsible for the content, 
quality and dates of deliveries and for the receipt of the final product. I feel 
that this should aleo serve as the organizational basie for the attainment of the 
objective set in Comrade N. A. Tikhonov's report, regarding the continuous moni- 
toring and constant modernization f equipment by the machine-building plante 
which manufactured it. 


Plane call for an increase of 12-14 percent in republic agricultural production 
and a rise of 22-24 percent in labor productivity levels in comparison to the last 
five-year plan. The average annual gross grain harvest is to reach 51-52 million 
tons. This is 6-9 million tons gore than the gross harvest of the 10th Five-Year 
Plan. Plane call for considerable growth in the production and purchases of sugar 
beets, potatoes, sunflovers, vegetables and other crops. Methods of augment ing 
soil fertility have been planned and are being implemented for the fulfillment of 
these tasks by each kolkhoz and sovkhoz. 


Active work is underway in the republic to accomplish the transition to the use 

of industrial technology in the cultivation of corn, sugar beets, sunflowers and 
other crops in the lith Pive-Year Plan. This is the principal way of increasing 
yield and reducing labor expenditures. The shortage of special machinery complexes, 
mineral fertilizers and chemical plant protection agents, however, is inhibiting 
the widespread introduction of progressive technology. 


lL feel that the resolution of this problem should occupy 4 central place in the 
activity of the ministries of agriculture, machine building and the chemical 
industry and of local soviet and economic organs. 


The output and procurements of animal husbandry products are also expected to grow 
considerably in the current S-year period. To this end, we are concentrating on 
the all-round reinforcement of our fodder base. Capital investments in fodder pro- 
duction will be increased, more protein crops will be raised and steps will be 
taken to heighten fodder quality. 


Considering the importance of thie matter for the successful fulfillment of the food 
program, planning agencies, ministries and departments must find ways of balancing 
centralized fodder supply components. 
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In the Accountability Report, Leonid Ll'ich Breshnev stressed that the chief 
guidelines for future work in agriculture were set forth in the decisions of the 
July (1978) CPSU Central Committee Plenum and that they are etill valid. We 
believe that thie directive is of fundamental significance and must be uncondi- 
rae med : by 411 planning and economic agencies, both local and central, 
Applause. 


Comrades! Our republic, just ae the reat of the sation, entered the first year of 
the new, Lith Five-Year Plan in an atmosphere of tremendous political and labor 
activity on the part of millions of workers. Socialiet competition for the suc- 
cessful fulfillment of plane for communiat construction and party directives is 
taking on increasingly broad dimensions. 


The nationwide discussion of the CPSU Central Committee draft report to the 26th 
party congress provided convincing proof of the truly democratic nature of the 
Soviet order, the inviolable unity of party and people and the unanimous support 
of all workers for CPSU domestic and foreign policy. (Applause.) 


In our republic, 21.5 million people took part in the discussion of the draft 
basic guidelines at meetings of labor collectives and party organizations. They 
made many proposals and suggested additions, aimed at the more efficient use of 
material, labor and financial resources. 


More than 80,000 proposals have already been implemented on the local level. It 
will take longer to take action on the others. The most sweeping proposals, many 
of which are of statewide significance, were reported to union organs by the 
republic, and we hope they will be taken into account when the five-year and 
annuel plans are being drawn up.

They have expressed 
their profound respect for you, dear Leonid Ll'ich, and their unanimous gratitude 
for your loyal continuation of Lenin's great work and for your massive, truly 
titanic efforte to preserve a just peace on earth and to guarantee the triumph of 
communiat ideale. (Prolonged applause.) 


Comrades! la the report delivered by Comrade . A. Tikhonov, member of the CPSU 
Central Committee Politburo and chairman of the USSR Council of Ministers, the 
basic guidelines for national economic development in the USSR in 1981-1985 and in 
the period up to 1990 are set forth precisely in accordance with the general party 
line for the future. These guidelines envisage the further improvement of the 
distribution of productive forces and the all-round economic and cultural develop- 
ment of each union republic within the unified national economic complex. 


New, more sweeping objectives have aleo been set for the Kazakh SSR. Our plans 
reflect the party line of constantly augmenting labor productivity, enhancing the 
impact of work and improving ite quality, accelerating scientific and technical 
progress, improving the administrative machinery and accomplishing the all-round 
intensification of all sectors of the national economy. The output of industrial 
products will be increased by 22-25 percent. The republic will play an even more 
important role in the untonwide fuel and energy balance and the development of 
nonferrous and ferrous metallurgy, agricultural machine building, chemicals and 
petrochemicals, light industry, the food industry and other industrial branches. 
Just as in the past, Kazakhetan will serve the Soviet Union as a large grain and 
animal husbandry center. (Applause.) 


All of the party's plans are permeated with a high degree of bumanitarianism and 
stem from ite constant concern for the happiness and prosperity of the Soviet 
people. This is clearly confirmed in the extensive social program which covers 
all facets of the material and spiritual life of our people. 


The people of Kazakhstan heartily approve and unanimously support the plans for 
the lith Five-Year Plan and the 1980's as a whole and will sake an intense effort 
to fulfill them honorably. (Applause.) 


Comrades! The republic's strong wining and processing industries were made possi- 
ble by our huge mineral deposits. In light of the inspiring demands set forth in 
the Accountability Report of the Central Committee and the draft Basic Guidelines, 
in addition to the acceleration of mineral extraction rates, the more efficient use 
of minerals will acquire special significance. 


Collectives of industrial enterprises, particularly in nonferrous metallurgy, are 
performing some positive work. For example, around 50 different elements are being 
extracted from polymetallic ores. At the Ust'-Kamenogorsk Combine, the comprehen- 
sive use coefficient of crude lead exceeds 96 percent, and in cost terms, by- 
products represent half of the total production volume. Sizeable reserves still 
exist in this important work, however. For example, oil from the Bizachi peninsula 
is unique in composition, but it is not being comprehensively refined. Only a 
negligible proportion of light petroleum products is derived from this oil, and 
many of its components are used for boiler fuel. In this connection, it will be 
expedient to build an enterprise in Shevchenko for the intensive refining of 
Buzachi ofl, using technology to extract the valuable metal in contains--vanadiua-- 
and to supply materials to the new large plastics plant here, which will almost 
double the production of polystyrene in the nation. 
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Kasakhetan has an important part to play in the resolution of problema facing the 
country's agroindustrial complex. Average annual agricultural production will 
increase by ll-13 percent in the next 5 years, The gross grain harvest will reach 
28-29 million tons per annum, Special attention will be given to the cultivation 
of durum and strong varieties of wheat. There will be considerable growth in the 
production of rice, vegetables, potatoes, sugar beets and raw cotton. 


Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev called animal husbandry the shock front of the 
countryside. Practical steps are being taken in the republic to effect the further 
growth of the livestock herd and the augmentation of its productivity, to put the 
sector on an industrial footing, to eatablish a etable fodder base and to fulfill 
and overfulfill animal husbandry product purchasing assignments. In addition to 
their constant concern for the increased output of animal husbandry products on 
sovkhozes and kolkhozes, party and soviet organs are promoting the development of 
the private plots of kolkhoz members, workers and employees, enterprises and 
organizations. 


One decisive condition of the successful implementation of the food program is 
fundamental improvement in the safe storage of agricultural products and the con- 
siderable reduction of losses. Republic farms annually supply processing enter- 
prises with more than 1.5 million head of cattle, over 8 million sheep and goats, 
many hoge and large quantities of poultry and milk. In this connection, it must be 
said that the material base of meat and dairy industry enterprises does not meet 
current requirements. Conditions in many dairies and a number of meat combines are 
unsatisfactory. Construction, modernization and retooling are conducted too slowly, 
and the regular provision of these enterprises, as well as sovkhozes and kolkhozes, 
with the proper equipment and specialized transport vehicles has not been organized 
properly. Facilities for the storage of potatoes, vegetables and fruit also need 
improvement . 


When five-year and annual plans are being drawn up, it would be wise to solve prob- 
lems connected with the development of the network for the acceptance, comprehen- 
sive procereing and storage of agricultural products and raw materials, bringing it 
as close as possibie to the production site. In this area, we are hoping for con- 
crete assistance from Gosplan, the USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry and 
the other departments concerned. 


Comrades! The workers of Kazakhstan responded with unprecedented enthusiasm to the 
approach of the 26th CPSU Congress. Hundreds of thousands of outstanding workers 
and many collectives in industry, transportation, construction and agriculture 
marked the occasion of the beginning of the supreme party forum with the early 
fulfillment of 2-month assignments. Since the beginning of the year, animal hus- 
bandry workers have sent 283,000 head of cattle to meat combines at an average live 
weight of 457 kilograms. (Applause.)

The report delivered by Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev 
has left ite indelible mark on all of us. Each sentence in this outstanding docu- 
ment, each line, is literally ‘mprinted in our minds and in our very souls. 
Cardinal questions of communist construction and the present international situa- 
tion are examined in depth in the CPSU Central Committee report. The prospects 
for our further advancement and the means and methods of solving our most pressing 
socioeconomic problems are defined in this report with Leninist wisdom and fore- 
sight. The entire content of the Accountability Report calls upon us to perform 
new feats and inspires us to work even better and strive even more persistently 
for the triumph of communism. (Applause.) 


The people of Orenburgskaya Oblast, just as all other Soviet people, unanimously 
approve the draft basic guidelines for the economic and social development of our 
country in the coming 5 years and in the period up to 1990 and the party line of 
the all-round intensification of national production. Rural raykoms have an impor- 
tant part to play in the attainment of current party objectives. They will be 
expected, as the draft basic guidelines stipulate, to mobilize workers for the 
unconditional fulfillment of plan assignments in each production collective from 
the very first days of the five-year plan.

We rayon-level workers are striving to act in such a way 
that our behavior will justify this concern and to constantly improve the style 
and methods of our activity. We derive invaluable assistance from your marvelous 
works, Leonid Il'ich, your advice and your instructions. By citing real and con- 
crete experiences, they teach us how to take a creative approach to the resolution 
of economic and political problems and to make this the goal of all organizational 
and ideological indoctrination work with the laboring public. 


I think many delegates have had a chance to visit the book exhibit that opened in 
the Great Kremlin Palace while the congress was in session. The works of Comrade 











L. I. Brezhnev and other party and government leaders are represented here on a 
broad scale. A broad range of political, scientific, economic and creative litera- 
ture presents a sweeping and exceptionally brilliant panorama of the multifaceted 
constructive activity of the party and the heroic feats of the Soviet people, and 
represents the flourishing spiritual life of the developed socialist society. 
(Applause. ) 


Let us take our Sorochinskiy Rayon as an example. During the period since the 
March (1965) CPSU Central Committee Plenum, the material and technical base of 
agricultural production has been strengthened considerably. In the last 5 years 
alone, rayon kolkhozes and sovkhozes were supplied with 955 tractors, combines and 
freight vehicles and large quantities of other technical equipment. As a result, 
the power-worker ratio increased almost 1.5-fold. Labor-intensive processes in 
animal husbandry ere being mechanized on a broad scale. 


The raykom is striving to use party and political means of guaranteeing the 
fuller and better use of our constantly growing potential for the augmentation 

of agricultural output. Over the 10th Five-Year Plan, total output in the rayon ' 
increased almost 1.4-fold. This resulted in the sale of grain to the state in an 
amount equivalent to 6.5 annual plans and the considerable overfulfillment of 
sales plans for all types of animal husbandry products. (Applause.) Our rayon 
party organization deserves a sizeable share of the credit for these results. We 
are constantly striving to reinforce the party substratum of the rural labor force 
and to exert stronger party influence on major areas of kolkhoz and sovkhoz pro- 
duction by means of the correct placement of communists. Now around 700 of the 
1,200 communist rural workers are engaged directly in farming and more than 440 
are working in animal husbandry. 


The raykom and primary party organizations are striving to ensure that communists 
represent the vanguard in labor and in socialist competition, serve as organizers 
of the struggle for the intensification of agricultural production and take the 
role of pioneers in positive initiatives. 


The raykom is constantly striving to ensure the active incorporation of the best 
experience in production organization and progressive labor methods on all farms. 
In recent years we have made extensive use of the Ipatovskiy method in harvesting 
work by setting up 36 harvesting and transport complexes. On the strength of this, 
we augmented productivity 1.5-fold, considerably reduced the duration of harvesting 
work and improved its quality. 

In the rayon party organization, unremitting attention is paid to work with person- 
nel to improve their qualitative makeup and to keep them in the area. In recent 
years we have reinforced the kolkhoz and sovkhoz administrative staff with intelli- 
gent and capable organizers. Ninety percent of them have a higher or secondary 
specialized education and all of them have administrative experience. Another, 
perhaps equally important consideration is the fact that all of them grew up in 
our rayon. 


We have around 600 agricultural specialists. In recent years much has been done 


to provide them with good opportunities for productive work and professional growth, 
to give them priority on housing lists and to grant them all of the privileges

envisaged by law. Now, not one specialist is planning to leave the area. There 
are more and more specialists among our middle-level administrators and secretaries 
of primary party organizations of kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The raykom is striving to heighten the responsibility of personnel for their 
assigned duties, for the fulfillment of plans and socialist commitments and for 
the establishment of strict order and discipline in production. In this process, 
we are not concerned merely with revealing shortcomings, but with suggesting how 
they might be eliminated, pointing out areas which require more attention, helping 
workers to improve matters and arousing their initiative. This is producing 
results. 


At the present time, as Comrade L. I. Brezhnev has pointed out several times, we 
cannot develop production successfully if we do not concern ourselves with people, 
with the improvement of their living, working and leisure conditions. Our party 
raykom is working tirelessly, along with the soviets of people's deputies and 
trade-union organizations, to solve the problems connected with this. We are 
making every effort to bring rural living conditions closer and closer to the 

level of urban conditions and to ensure that our rayon is renovated and rejuvenated, 
both in the figurative and the literal sense. 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan, the funds of kolkhozes, sovkhozes and local soviets 
were used to finance the construction of 20,000 square meters of comfortable hous- 
ing in the rayon, or twice as much as in the preceding 5 years, as well as 12 new 
schools and kindergartens, 4 cafes, 8 first-aid stations and 2 clubs. Red corners 
have been equipped on all farms. There are no longer any farms in the rayon with- 
out a preschool establishment, school, club or consumer service center--that is, 
the total complex of sociocultural facilities. 


Questions of ideology and the communist indoctrination of working people occupy a 
prominent place in the work of our raykom and the entire rayon party organization. 
We never forget Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev's statement that the growth of material 
potential should be accompanied by the elevation of people's ideological, moral 
and cultural standards, to prevent the rebirth of the philistine, petty bourgeois 
mentality. 


Guided by the decrees of the CPSU Central Committee "On the Further Improvement of 
Ideological and Political Indoctrination Work" and "On the Implementation of a 
Comprehensive Solution to Problems in Ideological Indoctrination by the Orsk CPSU 
Gorkom,"' we are striving for the comprehensive attainment of the objectives of 
ideological, political, labor and moral indoctrination and for the performance of 
this work with consideration for the distinctive features of various groups of 
workers. 


Comrades! Rural workers enthusiastically support and wholeheartedly approve of 
the proposals put forth by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev on the elaboration and implement 
ation of a comprehensive food program. We will spare no effort in implementing it 
and will continue to do all we can to provide Soviet people with as much high- 
quality food as possible. The draft Basic Guidelines envisage an increase in 
agriculture's supply of tractors, motor vehicles and other technical equipment, 
along with other measures, to ensure the further development of the agroindustrial 
complex and the successful implementation of the food program.

tion of this production on farms. 


In connection with this, we would like the Ministry of Machine Building for 
Animal Husbandry and Fodder Production to take quicker steps to increase the pro- 
duction of coarse and concentrated fodder dispensers, automatic waterers, spare 
parts for milking equipment, and standard plans and mass-produced equipment for 
cattle feed shops. 


The Belarus’ tractor is essential to farms. It is an excellent vehicle, but the 
fact is that we are not receiving very many. We would like to think that we will 
receive the required number of these tractors in the current five-year plan. 

Please try, Comrades in Minsk, to increase their output; you can do it! (Applause.) 


Lastly, our farms are still not receiving enough mineral fertilizers, without 
which it is extremely difficult to conduct intensive farming and obtain a good 
grain harvest in the Orenburg steppes.
